Springfield Handbooks. 


The payoff by gamblers in 
Springfield and Sangamon county, 
until the recent lid went on, 
amounted to several thousand dol- 
lars a month, the proceeds going 
to members of the local syndicate 
and to various officials, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned. 


No fewer than eight racing 
handbooks operated in downtown 
Springfield, all paying “protec- 
tion”; baseball pools operated in 
several places; there was a dice 
game in one downtown place and 
punchboards were on store coun- 
ters throughout the city. Punch- 
boards reportedly cost store pro- 
prietors $9 each, of which $5 went 
to the syndicate. 


Outside the city the elaborate 
Lake Club and Orchid Lounge, 
near the southern city limits, op- 
erated casinos openly, with slot 
machines and dice and roulette 
games. To the north, on the Pe- 
oria road, the Pad and 2600 Club 
were among the places’ which fea- 


tured gambling in addition to din- 
ing and dancing. Currently the 
two last named are closed entirely, 
while the Lake and Orchid Lounge 
feature only entertainment, drinks 
and food, with substantially re- 
duced patronage. 


It was on the Peoria road, not 
far from the 2600 Club, that Leon- 
Giordano, a Pad dice man, was 
found murdered August 9. A few 
days later his roommate, Joseph 
Teresi, a bartender, was found 
shot to death in his quarters at 
the Pad. Giordano’s murder re- 
mains unsolved. Teresi was de- 
clared a suicide case by a coro- 
ner’s jury, but no satisfactory mo- 
tive for his act has been estab- 
lished. 


Shortly after Giordano’s murder, 
Sheriff Rhule acknowledged to 
the Post-Dispatch that he knew 
there was open commercial gam- 
bling in the county and asserted 
he intended to do nothing about 
it. He refused to confirm or deny 
that he was accepting graft. 

His statement attracted wide at- 
tention after re-publication in lo- 
cal papers and was followed by 
the action of the Ministerial As- 
sociation and the Good Govern- 
ment League, an organization of 
young lawyers and business men.

Democratic nomination in Lou- 
isiana is equivalent of election. 
Long was confident he would fill 
the Senate seat of the late John 
Overton until the expiration of 
Overton’s term in 1950. The seat 
is presently filled by Senator 
John Feazel, appointed by Gov. 
Earl Long, Russell’s uncle. 

Young Long is not yet eligible 
for the Senate because of his 
youth. The minimum age for 
service in the Senate is 30 and 
he will not attain that age until 
Nov. 3, the day after the general 
election. But that will be before 
the vote could be officially re- 
corded (10 days after the vote) 
and would permit him to be ac- 
credited as a Senator.

NE Government row to be thankful for is the big row that seems 
to be in the making about defense investment. The question 
of how much defense one billion dollars ought to buy is becoming 
pretty urgent, as anyone can guess from the reports that 15 billion 


dollars will not pay next. year’s bills for the Army, Navy and Air 


Force. 

This question has been directly 
raised by the Joint Research and 
Development Board report to

When 
thousands of tons of bombs were 
to be dropped, as in the last war, 
the very wide margin of bombing 
error that ‘prevailed was not 
especially :« But the 
whole America: strategic advan- 
tage now rests upon the new ab- 
solute weapons, 2 especially the 
atomic bomb. 


Accuracy Essential. 
Not thousands of tons, but only 
one or two bombs, are now to be 


idropped on each target. The 
igreatest accuracy is essential. If 
/war comes, it will be difficult to

| of the absence of maps of the

They Have More to 
Lose Than U.S. if 
They Should Close 
Consulates.

CONSULATE is a highly ure- 
ful Government agency. It. 
supplies its home governmont* 
with information on _ political,. 
commercial and social develop-° 
ments in the area in which it is 
located. It aids its own citizens, 
traveling abroad, in straightening 
out their affairs and facilitates: 
their journeyings. It provides the 
citizens. of the country where it 
is located with trade and other 
information as to its home coln- 
try, or at least it ought to do so, 

thus serves both its home

Since there are 102 counties in Illinois, it 
is obvious that $100,000 is nowhere near all 
that operators of slot machines, gambling games 
and punchboards paid to keep Green in the 
Governor’s chair. This sum does not 4ccount 
for Sangamon, Alexander, Pulaski or any of 
many other gambling counties. 

The gambling counties contributed more than 
money to Green's re-election campaign, They 
contributed the votes by which he retained his 
office. By 1944, Illinois was sufficiently disil- 
lusioned to cut Green’s 1940 majority of 256.- 
000 to 72,000. That 72,000 margin was the mar- 
gin given him by the operators of commercialized 
gambling. Had it not been for the money and 
votes of these corrupters of government, Ili- 
nois would have rid itself of Green four years 
ago. 

This scandalous perversion of the popular 
will recalls the case of Frank L. Smith. While 
chairman of the Illinois Commerce Commission 
in 1926, Smith took $125,000 from Samuel 
Insull, utility magnate, for Smith’s campaign 
for a seat in the United States Senate as a 
Republican. Although control of the Senate 
was in Republican hands, the upper branch of 
Congress twice barred Smith at the door and 
for two years one of Illinois’ seats in the Senate 
was vacant. 


The words of the Senate resolution, of Jan. 
19, 1928, still ring with indignation: 


The acceptance and expenditure of the 
various sums of money aforesaid in behalf

this week, and Secretary Snyder has made this 
the occasion of a press conference on the 
national debt. The national debt is now 253 
billion dollars and the interest on it runs to 
nearly five and a Ralf billions a year. Mr. 
Snyder says, however, that management of the 
debt is “not too serious a problem.” 


As Jong as the national income is running 


around 217 billions a year—the current figure 
--the debt can be handled without teo much 
trouble, he thinks. But it is precisely the 
trouble with the country today that the national 
income is running too high in dollars by com- 
parison with the goods these dollars will pur- 
chase. That is the definition of inflation. And 
Mr. Snyder in effect admits that the national 
debt has risen to a size that would make it 
inconvenient to disinflate the dollar volume 
of the national income. . 

One of the most direct and effective ways to 
control inflation, and one that has been used by 
this Government in times past, is to let the 
interest rate rise on the public debt. This causes 
an increase in the interest rate on private borrow- 
ing, restricts the volume of loans and credit 
and reduces prices. The volume of currency 
in circulation outside banks, plus demand de- 
posits, is now four times the prewar total. If 
interest rates could be very moderately and 
carefully adjusted upward, the volume of liquid 
assets should shrink and prices fall. 

Yet because the national debt is so large— 
because any rise in the rate of interest on it 
would so burden the Treasury—the Government 
is foreclosed from using one of the most obvious 
forms of fiscal control to hold back inflation. 

This point has been made repeatedly by Mar- 
riner Eccles. It is made in a recent issue of the 
United States News by the progressive economist, 
Fugene Rostow, who teaches economic controls 
in the graduate department of Yale University. 

The size of the national debt, therefore, seems 
to us to be a somewhat more serious matter 
than Mr. Snyder indicates. It is serious, for 
one reason at least, because it prevents the 
use of the normal fiscal weapons to fight 
inflation. > 


Earnings Tax Plus and Minus 

The good side of the earnings tax, which goes 
in effect this week, is that it reaches suburban 
people who work in the city but have not here- 
tofore paid a fair share of St. Louis municipal 
costs. In the interest of giving a fair return to 
such people, the Public Library has stopped 
charging them its non-resident fee, and any 
other city institution which makes special non- 
resident charges should follow its example. The 
library’s decision deserves special credit be- 
cause, being supported by an earmarked proper- 
ty tax, it draws no direct benefit from the earn- 
ings tax. 

The bad side of the earnings tax is that a 
crippled man on the relief rolls who picks up 
$200 a year in odd jobs is supposed to pay at 
the same rate as men with incomes in five fig- 
ures. This can do limited harm under the pres- 
ent ceiling of one-half of 1 per cent, but City 
Hall has given strong intimations that it aspires 
toward a higher rate. . z 

There is a strong chance that, when the State 
enabling act expires two years hence, the city 
government will seek to renew it with a higher 
ceiling. And if the rate goes up, the earnings 
tax will become objectionable like the state sales 
tax, which it most closely resembles. 

Perhaps a good case can be made for a greater 
reliance on income taxes in municipal finance, 
but if so, the tax should be patterned after the 
federal and state income taxes, which recognize 
varying ability to pay. 
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Consumer Slowdown on Milk 


In announcing a decrease of a cent a quart in 
the price of milk—e decrease which many 
dairies are matching—the St. Louis Dairy Co. 
said reduction was permitted by increased 
efficiency of its operations. . 

Very good. But it would appear that a marked 
decrease in the consumption of milk, due to the 
high price, may haye had something to do with 
it, too. Milk consumption in St. Louis in July 
was 7 per cent below the figure for a year ago 
and 12 per cent below July 1946. The dairy 
companies must have discovered the possibility 
of pricing themselves out of their margin of 
profit. 

Dairy farmers in this area should take note. 
They are asking the Department of Agriculture 
to order an increase of a cent a quart in what 
they get from the distributor. Yet the price 
they receive has gone pp more than 4 cents a 
quart, or 5342 per cent since July 1945. 

With record hay, silage and corn crops, and 
with a good pasture year, the farmers might con- 
sider whether it wouldn't be as good business 
for them as it was for the distributors to take 
second thought about hiking the price.

of Israel come into being. I am not 
here concerned with the folly or the wis- 
dom of establishing this tiny state. I am 
concerned with only one question, Assum- 
ing that Israel will become viable, how 
can its people help the Arabs? 

This is a matter of great interest to the 
Arab world. It is perhaps of not less in- 
terest to the United States. The wider the 
boundaries of world prosperity, by so much 
is our economic security buttressed. The 
more prosperous others are, by so much 
does our democratic system find allies. 

A thousand years ago Arabs were pre- 
eminent in astronomy, mathematics, medi- 
cine. Today they are.largely poverty- 
stricken, illiterate, diseased, and so back- 
ward, by Western standards, that they 
seemed almost subhuman to thousands of 
American soldiers who saw them during 
the war. 

There is nothing “racial” in all this. A 
ence great people, and still capable of 
greatness, Arabs are not less natively in- 
telligent than other peoples. The dread- 
ful state into which the Arabs have fallen 
arises from long warfare among themselves 
and with others; from the Turkish domi- 
nation of many centuries; the brutality 
and backwardness of modern overlords of 
their own race; and that progressive dis- 
integration which occurs when poverty, un- 
checked, breeds more poverty, disease more 
greater apathy. 


Outpost of Western Progress 


Yet it is reasonable to suppose that 
Western technology and a square deal at 
home could. go far toward rescuing them 
from medievalism; it could feed, clothe, 
ani shelter them; heal their sore-infested 
bodies; open the eyelids of their trachoma- 
infected children; whisk them from the 
twelfth century to the twentieth. 

Here it is that Jewish Palestine might, 
if it is permitted, help its Arab neighbors. 
Self-interest, if nothing else, dictates that 
it should do go. A tiny island in an Arab 
ocean, Palestine Jewry s the warm 
friendship of Arabs. It must look to mar- 
kets in the Arab world for industrial and 
agricultural products, and as a source of 
raw materials. Arab prosperity would mean 
Jewish prosperity. 

It is not that Palestinian Jews are “su- 
perior” to Arabs. On the contrary, many 
Oriental Jews are identical with their 
neighbors in personal filthiness, poverty, 
ignorance, and a predilection for the evil 
eye. It is simply that Jewish Palestine is 
a fragment of the West in the Hast. 


settlers in Palestine developed their own 
milk cows. These cows average 3500 quarts 
of milk annually as against 800 qua 
given by Arab cows. 

Jewish settlers have introduced sugar 
beets and sugar cane on a commercial 
scale. Vegetables, once rare in Palestine, 
may now be had all the time. Jews grow 
apples, pears, and other fruits; they pro- 
duce cereals, beef, poultry and dairy prod- 
ucts. They have added to Palestine’s food 
resources by growing tank-cultivated fish 
—an occupation at which they are so skill- 
ful that the South African government has 
recently asked for the loan of experts. 

But the outstanding achievement of Jew- 
ish agriculture is the scientific growing 
and marketing of citrus fruits. Jewish 
methods were adopted by the Arabs, with 
the result that Palestine is now the second 
largest citrus exporting country. 


Revolution in Food Production 


Palestine serves as a unique experimen- 
tal laboratory for new crops and tech- 
niques, reclamation practices, and soil im- 
provement systems. Many of its lessons 
are valid for other parts of the Middle 
East. The results achieved by Jewish pio- 
neers in Palestine may be gauged from es- 
timates of agricultura] productivity. These 
show a figure of 603 International Units 
(one unit is roughly one dollar) per male 
worker in Jewish settlements, compared 
with 186 in Arab farming in Palestine, 90 
in Egypt, 97 in Syria. 

Palestine Jewry has also created a mod- 
ern industrial structure, By 1943 Pales- 
tine industry—principally Jewish—was ac- 
cepting military orders to the value of 
nearly $50,000,000, As evidence of its ver- 
satility, it turned out mine layers for the 
British Navy, shrapnel, steel castings, elec- 
tric cable, hydrofluoric acid, plastics, beer, 
citrus juices, scientific instruments, indus- 
trial diamonds, clothing and pharmaceuti- . 
tals.

After hear- 
ing arguments, the court ruled 
there was fio cause of action, and 
upheld the position of the sheriff's 
lawyers that Dougherty’s act did 
not. constitute an appointment 
within the meaning of the law, 
since approval by the circuit 
judges was required to make the 
appointment final. 

Dougherty designated Miss Betty 
June Lawler for a deputy’s posi- 
tion in October, 1946, knowing she 
was Mrs. Dougherty’s niece. The 
action was confirmed by the cir- 
cuit judges and Miss Lawler, who 
Was married 
George Benoist, served 
months before resigning. 

Dougherty was convicted in St. 
Charles last’May 31 of feloniously 
leaving the scene of an automobile 
accident. He was sentenced to 
one year in jail and fined $100. 
His appeal is pending before the 
supreme court, which is scheduled 
to hear the case this month.

West opened his Soe 
diamond, the five-spot; East put 
up the ace and returned the 
deuce. When declarer played the 
diamond ten at the second trick, 
West promptly played low—but 
not so low that declarer could 
be guided accurately! In other 
words, West followed to the sec- 
ond trick with the diamond six, 
not the four or three, and when 
declarer found himself in posses 
sion of the trick, he could’ not 
know that West had etarted with 
six diamonds and East with only 
two. From deciarer’s point of 
view it appeared that the suit 
had been divided 4-4, with Eaat 
normally and correctly returning 
hie own original fourth-highest 
ecard in the auit. Thus, when de- 
clarer had to decide between 
establishing the heart suit ar g@e- 
ing out for four spade tricks, he 
finally concluded that the safest 
plan was to knock out the heart 
ace. If he took the spade finesse 
and lost it, he knew he would 
lose the contract; whereas, by 
knocking out the heart ace, he 
would not need the spade finesse. 

All this, however, depended on 
South's appraisal of the diamond 
situation, and when he led’ thé 
heart to knock out the ace, West 
gre cashed four diamonds, 

defeat the contract two tricks. 

Observe that if West had taken 
the second diamond trick, or even 
if he had shown at least a five- 
ecard suit by playing a lower 
ecard than his opening lead, South 
would have had no choice but to 
try the spade finesse.
